The advance guard of either army, 
it is believed, are not within one hundred and 
fifty miles of one another, and there was 
scarcely any probability of the Mexican army 
advancing, as they were short of provisions, 
and every necessary munition of war; it will 
bt recollected that their stipples were cut oft* 
by the intcrcej tiou and capture by the Texan 
armed Crugers. 
Our informant states, that a few days be­ 
fore he left Texas, there was much indigna­ 
tion expressed among the soldiers against 
Santa Anna—anil that they had made an at­ 
tempt to shoot (nm, but were prevented by 
tin* timely interference of his guards. 
A 
pistol shot was fired at Santa Anna, but did 
him no injury. The excitement rose from 
the fact of the return of (lie Mexican army 
into Texas. To prevent any harm reaching 
him from the soldiery, his guard has been 
doubled.—[Hee. 
From Hie New Orleans Courier we glean 
annie further particulars. 'I he Texan force 
is estimated at about 3000 men, but from the 
number of volunteers flocking in, particular­ 
ly from the western and southern Stuffs, it 
was presumed that i i i a few weeks it would 
be augmented to 6000 men. Cos and other 
officers, with about IOO prisoners, are at Gal­ 
veston Island. 
It is said to be the intention 
of the Texans, in case the Mexicans anack 
them, to put all the prisoners to the sword.

He is said to have informed them that they 
have no reason lo apprehend an attack from 
his country men, as lie would issue a procla­ 
mation that would induce them to evacuate, 
without striking a single blow. The Texans, 
however,appear to place but little confidence 
in hit word, and are preparing for every ex­ 
igency. They are well supplied with provis­ 
ions and munitions of war,and we are inform­ 
ed would rather fight than not. 
Gen. Houston had not arrived when the 
Shenandoah sailed. 
Lamar is appointed 
commander-in-chief in Ins absence; and it is 
supposed, would resign on his return. 
A few days previous to the departure of 
the Shenandoah, an individual by the namo 
of Barts died at Columbia. Tho general pre- : 
sumption was,that his real name was Bartow, 
the (’ashier of the Albany Bank,who abscond­ 
ed some time since, in consequence of the

J u l y 29.— W e learn from a 
gentleman who arrived from Columbus 
on Wednesday, that a battle was fought 
in Stew art county, near Fort M ’Cleary, 
about 28 miles below Columbus, between 
a party of about 250 hostil.i Creeks, and 
parts of two companies of Georgia troops, 
in all about 90 men, i ii which the latter 
were defeated, it is stated, with 5 killed— 
on the part of the Indians 7 were found, 
and it is supposed about 30 were killed in 
nil. 
As soon as the news reached (ion. 
Sanford, he immediately despatched six 
companies, himself at the head, with the 
determination of clearing them out of the 
country, before lie returned.

We regret to announce to our fellow, 
citizens, that the Creek Indians have re­ 
newed the war. 
On Sunday last, a party of the hostiles 
crossed the Ch itfuho*cliee and attacked 
our troops at Fort McCrary, anil repulsed 
them, with tho loss ol several killed and 
wounded. 
W e a re without particulars, but rumor 
estimates our loss in killed, lroin rive to 
nine. 
'l lie following extract of a letter from 
a friend in Columbus, of the 26tli inst. 
leaves no (I aillt that there is yet much, 
aud hard righting to bo done. 
“ News bas just reached us, that a 
small party ut Indians came over to tho 
Georgia side, on yesterday, a few mibs 
ah ive Rounoko.uml attacked a small body 
of our men stationed there, and routed 
them. 
Five unite men arc said to bo 
killed, and several wounded. 
“ I have not had the particulars. 
I 
think NOU may rest assured, public opinion 
to the contrary notwithstanding, that the 
war has not yet closed. 
W e learn, that General Sanford lins 
taken the most vigori us means to rein- 
force our troops in the neighborhood ot 
Roanoke and Fort M C l a r y , ai.d for acting 
cfticiently against the indians. 
Ho is 
going in person wi’h all his disposable 
force iii pursuit of the enemy. 


The Cherokee Indians residing within 
the chartered binits ol North Carolina, 
and 
i ii Union County, Georgia, have, 
through their delegates formally asse i i i - 
hied, published a dr clarain n oj [ cace.

who asked her in marriage of Air. Morris.—' 
Mr. M- told the girl that lie had no objection 
to her marrying, but advised her to g et * bet­ 
ter and more likely looking fellow th.™ th® 
one in question—telling her st tile same iu’n® 
he would prefer that she should not many 
hun. Thereupon the man persuaded bott! 
her and one other slave called Polly Ann 
Bates to run away. 'Fhe brig Chickasaw, 
Capt. Henry Eldredge, was to sail tor this 
port on the F.Hh of July, and in this vessel 
they determined to ccm©. 
By some means 
they obtained a passage and sailed iii the brig 
leaving the man behind, to reach Boston by 
sonic other mode. 
Mr. Morris finding where |r 
they had gone, despatched Mr. Matthew 
'Furrier to Boston wall a poser of attorney 
to seize them. 
M r. Turner came on, boarded 
the brig as she w as coming tip tho harbor on 
Saturday last, found the two girls, charged 
them wall absconding—which they readily 
acknowledged, and gave the reasons why— 
and requested the captain to detain them on 
board till he could get a warrant for their 
return to Baltimore. 
Ho w ent on shore for 
that purpose, and during his absence a party 
of abolitionists came on board with a writ of 
habeus corpus, to be served on the two Jemals 
slaves and the colored man, who, it seems, was 
expected hy their friends in this place, to ar 
rive at the same time with the women 
Th* 
writ w as granted on the application of Sam­ 
uel ll. .Hams, and by vtrtue of its authority 
tile women were taken away, and the captain 
summoned before Judge NVilde to answer 
for detaining them on board. 
[All this —bu 
it remembered—was before the vessel h*4 
reached the wharf, anil it was therefor* *b 
surd to charge the captain with detaining 
the slaves;—It shows however that it wa* a 
concerted plan to prevent Mr. Morris from 
retaking Ins property, and the circumstance 
of thv colored man's being mentioned in th* 
writ, when he had not come on in the vessel, 
is an incoutcstible proof of this fact.] 
Th* 
cajitain appeared before Judge Wilde, who 
referred the case to Chief Justice Shaw to bo 
decided on Monday (yesterday-) 
When the time came, the Court Room was 
thronged with negroes, with here and there 
a sprinkling of white people, nearly every 
one of whom was a violent abolitionist. Old 
anil young, large anil small, men and women 
of everv variety of shade, from the ebony of 
the full-blooded negro to the sickly yellow 
of the mulatto, were there to aid iii the exe­ 
cution of a plot to rescue the slaves in ques­ 
tion from the Court, should the decision be in 
favor of the owner. 
After tim Court had organised, Mr.Turner 
made a demand for the bodies of the slaves, 
which was supported by A. l l . Fiske, Esq., 
his counsel, hi a short speech, in which he 
referred to as authority, Laws of the U. S., 
chap. 51, sec. 3. 
Mr. Bewall opposed the 
claim on tire ground of its being necessary 
to obtain a warrant before attempting to de­ 
tain the slaves, ami also on the general 
ground of its being contrary lo right and to 
justice. 
[This part was greeted with a round 
of applause by the bl ick#, which was with 
some difficulty suppressed.] 
Tho judge then proceeded to give his 
opinion, in the course of which lie observed, 
that he did not consider the detention of the 
slaves by the captain as legal, but with res­ 
pect to Mr. Turner, the agent of Mr. Morris. 
I 
Samuel E. Set cull, Esq., then rose from hi# 
place and went to the slaves, at the gnmo 
time beckoning to the negroes in the rear to 
come forward. 
Immediately a lush was 
made—the slaves were seized by their friends 
and carried out, put into a carnage and hur­ 
ried oft’ at fill! speed. 
Tile doors and win­ 
dows were immediately blocked up byth* 
retreating negroes, and all » ftorts to stop the 
tumult proved unavailing. 
'Fhe Judge com­ 
manded every one to sit s*iil. and seized the 
door himself to shut it, but he was forced 
bick, aud the negroes carried the day*. 
As 
tim officers were rushing down stairs endeav­ 
oring to arr st the rioters, they were mal­ 
treated by the Macks and some of them much 
irjtired. Slmriff’ Iluggefoid was caught by 
die throat by two negroes, forced aga inst tho 
wall,Jus coat torn off, and he himself nearly 
choked. Constable Glover was kicked down 
stairs, and a gentleman coming up met the 
s ine fate. 
Such an occurrence being en­ 
tirely unexpected, there were but two or 
three officers in the building,—a number 
wh. lly inadequ ate to master a crowd of two 
or three hundred blacks. 
A number of officers started in pursuit pf 
tim fugitives, hut at tile lust accounts they 
had not been overtak* n. They probably took 
the road to Worcester, w ith the intention of 
getting out of the Stale as speedily as pos­ 
sible.
